In Deuver one breathes In 20 
per cent less oxygen than at the sea 
level. This decrease In oxygen causes 
deeper breathing in order that the 
blood may get what it requires; deeper 
breathing causes greater muscular ex- 
ertion, and this is the reason tubercu- 
losis patients are benefited In Denver. 
But persons with Incipient consump- 
tion who go to the Denver convention 
must be careful and take it easy until 
they are acclimatized. 

"Those with Brlght's disease often 
have a hard time when they go into 
mountainous districts. Acute attacks 
of the disease often supervene, and 
the attacks are made worse, of course, 
by heavy eating and drinking. 

"On tho other hand, they get over 
the acclimatization period with com- 
paratively trtuing discomfort If they 
are careful about eating and drinking. 
Tuberculosis patients must be very 
moderate indeed in the matter of 
food and drink when they go to such 
an altitude as that of Denver if they 
would avoid acute attacks. If they be- 
come fatigued in the first few days of 
their rasidence in an altitudinous coun- 
try It goes hard with them. 

"The jnstro-lntestlnal disturbances 
that come on without apparent cause 
among those who visit the mountains 
be attributed to the altitude, 
ieriy or old persons with harden- 
ed arteries or those who have at some 
period suffered slight attacks of paraly- 
sis actually run risks when they visit 
a place as high as De'nver. Such per- 
sons especially must avoid fatigue for 
the first few days, and excessive eat- 
ing aud drinking are the very worst 
things for them. 

"Acute Brlght's disease is not com- 
mon in Denver, but It is particularly 
severe there when it does occur. Stim- 
ulants are more likely to produce such 
physical disturbances than at the sea 
level. 

"Another thing that those who pro- 
pose to attend the Denver convention 
would do well to bear In mind is that 
■leep Is disturbed more easily at a high 
altitude by trivial causes and in those 
who are overworked mentully. Again, 
nervous perrons are more apt to be 
disturbed in their sleep In Denver 
ihan' at tne sea level if they nre phys- 
ically overworked.

By Retiring Treasurer. 



The Philadelphia Historical Socie- 
ty has shattered the story of Betsy 
Robs, as the first flag maker. 

Wm. Campbell, for the society, 
says: 

"The story is a fake and there is 
positively no evidence in its favor, 

"There never was the slightest 
excuse for the Betsy Ross fake. 

"The stories which you find in the 
school books about this imaginary 
heroine are all pure rot, and it is to 
the everlasting disgrace of America 
that the fiction has been nourished 
for so many years. I have given the 
traditions most careful study and 
find that the story is a lie from be- 
ginning to end. The only founda- 
tion whatever for the yarn is that 
there was a young woman named 
Betsy Ross who took in plain sewing 
for a livelihood and who lived in a 
house, now known as the first Amer- 
ican flag house, at 239 Arch street. 

'As a matter of fact,. Betsy Ross 
was no more or less than an ordinary 
seamstress, who would have been 
fired with about the same amount of 
patriotic zeal in sewing old glory as 
she would socks.

ANDREW JACKSON was au ex- 
ample 01 the triumph of will 
i power over difficulties. Hta 
L whole life was a history of 
overcoming obstacles. Many of these 
obstacles, perhaps the most serious 
ones, were iu hi* owu nature. Oue of 
them was a bot uuger that constantly 
reared up enemies in bis path. Anoth- 
er was a wild and reckless disposition 
in youth. A third was physical disease. 
One of his military campaigns was 
made at a time when he could hardly 
sit lu the saddle because of pain. AM 
the latter part of his life he suffered 
from ill health and wounds. 

Of the outward obstacles in the way 
of thla indomitable tnau. poverty was 
perhaps the chief. The loss of both 
parents In youth added to this handi- 
cap. The second was a rough pioneer 
environment where his life was con- 
stantly in danger. The third was the 
neglect and opposition of other people. 
At one time during the Creek campaign 
he was left almost alone. The term of 
enlistment of his men having expired, 
nearly all of them went home. At an- 
other time the force under his com- 
mand was disbanded by the govern- 
ment. He was always antagonized by 
the chief men in congress and by all 
le moneyed Interests. 
Despite these fearful adverse odds 
; won. There are few examples of 
success ni^all our history more con- 
spicuous. He wou agalust his personal 
Suemies at home. He won in all his 
battles. He won over congress. He 
won against the national bank, He 
won in his fight with nullification. 

His mottoes are illuminative of the 
man. l\e o_£ten said, "Nothing Is done 
tin fill is done." Another phrase con 
slant ly on his Hps was, "A clean_ vic- 
tory or a clean defeat". When others 
object^ to H« Ptonflhe ^ce^thgm 
naptoriiy exclaiming. "1 wp] 
Jjhe ji'sponsjbllity." At one time In 
Ih, when H raft "on which he tried 
to cross a swollen stream was nearly 
swept over a cataract, after bis escape 
he said he was trying to show his com- 
panions bow close he could graze dan- 
ger. He said be would get them out 
yet, and be did. When the massacre at 
Fort Minis occurred, be was in bed 
•with serious wounds, yet he took the 
field immediately, though he had to be 
attended by his physician, who feared 
he would die on his way to enmp. .

Investigation of certain tbarfces pre- 
ferred by your deportment against 
employees In tbe water bureau and a 
subsequent fcqulry into conditions in 
that cervlce show that nejrlect of duty, 
lack of discipline, incoordination and 
corruption huve demoralised tbat serv- 
ice as far back as there is a record 
of the office From evidence before it 
the commlsnion is convinced tbat the 
fundamental cause lies in lack of or- 
ganisation and discipline and in the 
absence of common business methods. 

The commission is of the opinion 
that these evils cannot be corrected 
wholly by spasmodic Investigation or 
by occasional discbarge of employees. 
Evidence placed before tbe commission 
by Deputy Commissioner Itedieske of 
the department of public works and 
Superintendent McCourt of the water 
bureau, whose efforts brought about 
this Inquiry, shows utter disregard of 
the rights of public property on tbe 
part of those charged with its custody 
And use. 

It proved complete absence of a 
sense of responsibility on the part of 
employees. Officials of the bureau tes- 
tified that no adequate check Is kept 
upon the city property and supplies. 
It was shown that officials holding re- 
sponsible positions were mere figure- 
heads without authority. Testimony 
wob heard snowing tbat, following the 
removal on charges by this commission 
of a former superintendent of the office, 
it developed that there were 900 un- 
sealed meters in the city. At the same 
time It was found that fifteen wards 
of the city had not been reassessed

Efficiency sheets 
for the period covered by this estl- 
of the value of a day's work 
unwanantedly credited all employees 
with high efficiency. The head of that 
division testified he was not permitted 
during his Incumbency of seven years 
to maintain discipline. 

While the commission has no direct 
evidence of criminal acts warranting 
prosecution, there Is no doubt the city, 
through neglect, petty stealing, tam- 
pering with meters and lack of effi- 
ciency, for many years has suffered 
great loss. Lax methods made easy 
the theft of water. A discrepancy be- 
tween the revenue possibilities of the 
water bureau and the actual income is 
such as to shock the business sense of 
any citizen. 

In a general way tbe imjuiry of the 
commission covered ull branches of the 
water service. Conditions under which 
the entire bureau has beeu operated 
are such that they protect neither the 
city, the property owner nor the em- 
ployee. Responsibility Is so spread 
that, so far as the Inquiry has progress- 
ed, the commission is unable to tlx re-

With that end In view the commis- 
sion recommends a complete reorgan- 
isation of the bureau. To effect this 
expert assistance should be given the 
office to enable it to work out a busi- 
ness system and establish discipline. 

The commission, In co-operation with 
your department, will continue the In- 
quiry. To make it more effective tt 
desires to place an expert accountant 
In the office to audit certain accounts 
and to make such furtlier Investigation 
as It may direct. In this step It has 
two objects in view— the possibility of 
fixing responsibility for frauds and, 
what It believes to be of greater Im- 
portance, to point out the Inadequacy 
of the methods of accounting. During 
this Inquiry the commission will deal 
summarily with specific instances of 
neglect of duty, Incompetency or fraud. 

In addressing this communication to 
you the commission realizes that its 
course Is unusual. It believes, how- 
ever, that tne city's greatest loss In 
revenue and labor In the water office Is 
fundamental and can only be corrected 
by constructive work. 

Of the twenty-eight cases in which 
charges have been heard by the com- 
mission a number of discbarges have 
beeu ordered. Fiudiugs will be for- 
warded to you. In the cases of labor- 
ers In which testimony was heard a 
transcript of the evidence Is herewith 
Binltted for your action.

Strides Made Toward Uniting 
Baptists and Disciples 
of Christ. 



CONFERENCE IN CHICAGO 



IThe Rev. I. J. Spencer to Ad 
dress National Congress 
in November. 



Lexington, Ky., July 6.— The Rev. 
X J, Spencer, pastor of the Central 
Christian church (or Diciples of 
Christ, the term used by members 
«f this denomination), will accept an 
fcvitation to address the National 
Baptist Congress, to be held in Chi- 
cago November 10 to 12, upon the 
■abject, ' 'What definite Steps Should 
be Immediately Taken Toward the 
Union of Baptists, Free Baptists and 
J)isciples of Christ." Other speakers 
representing the first two denomina- 
tions also will discuss the topic, and 
jt is expected that the discussion 
will result in a long stride toward 
the union of the two denominations 
— Baptists and Disciples of Christ, 
the first step of which was taken 
two years ago. At the National 
Congress of Disciples, in Indianapo- 
lis, in March, 1908, by invitation Dr. 
E.Y. Mullins.president of the South- 
ern Baptist Theological Seminary, 
of Louisville, and Mr. Spencer dis- 
cussed the topic: "What Does the 
New Testament Teach Concerning 
the Doctrine of thC Remission of 
Sins." One session of the congress 
was given entirely to the addresses. 

The similarity of the teachings of 
the denominations on vital points 
aroused great enthusiasm. This 
gave rise to the suggestion that 
through committees the two denom- 
inations might learn as exactly as 
possible are their denominational 
differences. Acting upon the sug- 



gestion, the congress appointed a 
committee of ten, with Mr. Spencer 
chairman, 'and invited the appoint- 
ment of a committee of equal num- 
ber from the Baptists, with Dr. M Wi- 
lms chairman. Since that time the 
heads of committees have hehl fre- 
quent conferences and consultations. 

The original drafts of the state- 
ments have been completed and are 
before the members of the commit- 
tee for suggestions. When finally 
revised these statements will be giv- 
en wide publicity through the reli- 
gious press, and in the course of 
time will come before the congress 
of the denominations. Neither of 
the denominations has a governing 
ecclesiastical body, each congrega- 
tion being a separate authoritative 
unit. Consequently these commit- 
tees cannot |act authoritatively for 
their respective denominations, and 
their reports will contain no recom- 
mendation. Each will set forth the 
doctrinal teachings of that denomi- 
nation. The rough drafts show that 
they are surprisingly alike. When 
this is known through publication 
the belief is held that in a spirit of 
fraternity and desire for unity the 
denominations will waive minor dif- 
ferences and merge congregations, 
acting as individuals, yet probably 
in concert, pursuant to a recommen- 
dation from their congresses. In 
Western Canada Disciples and Bap- 
tists have already united, are using 
churches in common and share things 
alike.

In the north of Scotland it never 
turns really dark in midsummer, but 
none can recall such a remarkable 
phenomena so far south as London. 
Some people in alarm rang on 
telephones for the fire stations, 
porting a big fire raging in North* 
London. 

It is reported in the papers that 
the midsummer sun has been re- 
markably pronounced in Lancashire. 
The results have been of a most pic- 
turesque character. At New 
Brighton, which is known as the bed- 
room of Liverpool, the scenes were 
unprecedented, hundreds of more 
prosperous people having residences 
overlooking the river, held garden 
parties until as late as 3 o'clock in 
the morning, when the sun became 
too hot and retired to rest before 
going to town on business. 

SPEND NIGHT IN HILLS 
At Brighton there are two miles 
of gorse-covered hillocks. Crowds 
of young men and women preferred 
spending the nights there rather 
than indoors, the atmosphere was so 
delightful in the soft light. After 
midnight the shimmering water was 
alive with bathers and the air filled 
with the music of young laughter. 
But the results were generally most 
demoralizing to business, as most of 
the men having spent the night in 
the open were not much good for 
work in the hot daytime. 

In Scotland there has been no 
darkness at all since Tuesday, an ex- 
traordinary occurrence. Night 
trains running over the Grampian 
Hills without lights are reported for 
the first time on record. Scientists, 
as usual, differ as to the explanation 
for the phenomena. For a while 
some fell in with the common view 
that the northern lights are the 
aurora borealis generally associated 
with the land of the midnight sun. 
Others disagree. They say similar 
phenomena may have been ascribed 
to volcanic eruptions on previous oc- w 
casions, but at present there is no y 
unusual disturbance of the earth's 
surface to connect with the display.
